For the Beginners: 

There are different types of 
monitors. 

Green Screen - This type of 
monitor gives a green or black 
display and can be bought for 
between $75 and $100. The green 
and black display is quite scod for 
people doing a lot of word proces- 
sing and non-graphic program- 
ming since itis easy on the eyes. 
However, since this display 
presents only green and black, it is 
not good for color graphics. 
Black and White - (also called 
paper white..ed) This monitor is 
essentially the same as the green 
screen, but is black and white 
instead of black and green. How- 
ever, it is more expensive than 
black and white TV sets, and 
while it gives better resolution 
than a television set, the extra cost 
may not be worth the difference. 
If yon are considering the pur- 
chase of a black and white 
monitor, compare the resolution 
with a black and white TV set first 
to see if the extra cost is mstified. 
Color - This type of monitor is the 
most expensive, but people who 
work a lot with graphics, it is 
probably worth the added cost. It 
provides the highest resolutiion 
for seeing graphics im detail. The 
very best color monitors require a 
special cable. Make sure you can 
get one for your C-64 before 
buying.

Power Supply Tip

The Commodore power supply - 


iS Very sensitive to overheating, 
and needs a good flow of air 
around it to keep cool. Although 
the unit is shipped with a long 
cord, and the literature says to 
keep it a far distance from the 
drive, computer and monitor, 
NEVER put the power supply on 


the floor, especially a carpeted ° 


one. The unit will sink in the pile 
of the rug or carpet, blocking the 
cooling vents on the bottom. Even 
hardwood floors are dusty, and a 
dust clogged power supply is a 
candidate for failure. Do yourself 
a favor and pat the power supply 
on a table where you can see it, 
and periodically dust it and check 
for clogged vents. Not much 
trouble to do, but saves a large 
repair bill in the fume.

Let’s look at the Commodore 
128; actnall a troubled 128. If you 
have a troubled 128 with poor 
video or no video, then listen to a 
few possible solutions. 

If you have no video in 128 80- 
column mode only, a possible pro- 
blem could be a bad U22. This is 
a plug-in chip and can be checked 
by substitntion. U22 is the 8563 
80-columnV ideo Display Chip. 

If you have no video in either 64 
or 128 40-column modes, a pos- 
sible problem could be U21. This 
is also aplug-in chip and also can 
be checked by substitution. U21 
is the 8564 VIC Chip. 

Both U21 and U22 chips are 
located under the RF shield, inside 
the RF chassis, in the center of the 
board. U21 is on the right side of 
the RF Chassis and U22 is on the 
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left. 

If you have no video at all, a 
possible problem could be U6 or 
U10,. Both may be plug-in chips, 
if not, desoldering will have to be 
done. If they are plug-in, a simple 
check be substitution can find the 
culprit. If you have to desolder, 
be carefal and watch your static. 
The best thing to do when you 
have the chip or chips out is to 
solder 40-pin sockets in their 
place. Then check out the chip or 
chips by substitution. U6 is an 
8502 Microprocessor Chip and 
U10 is a Z80 Microprocessor 
Chip. Both are located in the right 
front quadrant of the mother board 
of the 128.
